Its objects, in short, are similar to those of the 
Royal Society of Musicians, but applicable to a class of persons 
who derive no benefit from that excellent institution. Its affairs 
are administered by a committee of management, consisting’ fifteen 
ladies, eminent members of the profession. Tbe trustees are Lord 
Burgbersh, Lord Saltoun, and Sir G. Smart, the auditors of the ac- 
counts are Mr. Oldfield, the secretary of the Madrigal Society, 
aod Mr. Lucas, and the treasurer is Miss Masson, the vocalist.
